Tho apples should shrivel and dry 
awny very much, and the skin should not 
be broken so as to let the juice out. The 
sweetness is thus concentrated, and thoy 
ara three times as good as if simply baked 

“through. Sour or tart apples may be baked 
much quicker ; the juice instead of becom: 
ing viscid and thick by heat, is apt to flow 
out, or the steam splits the skin and lets it 
out, and it is likely to burn to the pao.

Qur nursery wen find that after 
growing © crop of apple trevs, no amount 
of manuring makes the landin just the right 
condition for a second crop, but with ordi- 
ary enrichimont a crop of peaches or any 
other troes, may ba grown. Plants of a 
fine, delicate nature, may be grown in suc: 
cession much better than those which ure 
more gross, We bave known wheat grown 
onthe same soil for fifteen yexrs, bat he 
who tries potatoes, turnips, melons, or 
squashes, will be satisfied that he is work- 
jug against nature, Some have supposed 
that there is an excrement from plants, 
which becomes injurious, finally poisonous, 
to ull of the same variety, while it is not 
injurious, but perbaps beneficial, to other 
plants. 


THE POTATOE DISEASE. 


A correspondent of the Bristol (English) 
Times draws attentionn to amethod em- 
ployed in Russia to provent the disease, 
Professor Bellmon, of St. Petersburgh 
plunted some. potatoes which had been ac- 
cidentally dried near a stove till they were 
so greatly shriveled that it was thought 
they would be quite useless for seed. They 
grew, however, while all the other potatoes 
in the nejghborbood were very much 
diseased, these remained sound, The Pro 
fessor afterwards adopted the principle of 
drying his seed potatoes at a very high 
temperature, and the las bas never failed. 
His example was followed by various other 
persons, with the same success; and on 
many estates drying houses have been cop- 
structed to carry on the process, It ia said 
that the progress of the disease on potatoes 
partially attaeKed jis completely checked by 
the heat, The experiment is very simple 
and it has this advantage—it may be test-

The {nauguration of Mr. Lincoln—Peace- 
fut and successful Ceremonies—His In- 
augural Address —Its Points and Features 
—How it was received—Affuirs in the 
South—Fort Sumter—Keward of Major 
Anderson— Rebuke to Gen, Twiggs—De- 
JSence of Mr. Lincoln, by Judge Douglas, 
in the U.S. Senate, §c., §c. 


New York, March 11th, 1861. 

Well, the one great agony is over, and 
Abraham Lincoln has been peaceably inaug- 

urated and installed as President of these 
United States. He has delivered his Inaugural 
Address, selected his Cabinet, and is at this 
moment engaged in sol means and ways 
for saving tlie Union, as well as he can, pester- 
ed ashe is by Hordes of office-seekers, All 
this is a fixed fact, a tangible reality, and all 
that remains for us.to do, is to sit quiet, and 
trust in the integrity of the administration. 

No doubt you are already aware that the In- 
auguration ceremonies passed off without a 
cloud, and in the most peaceable manner, 
albeit the large force of military made it ap- 
pear rather the reverse to the spectator. ‘The 
crowd was immense, and in a measure enthu- 
siastic, and respectful. Mr. Lincoln is describ- 
ed to have comported himself with dignity, 
calmnesss and urbanity, widing respect, and 
instilling hope and faith into the faint-hearted, 
and convincing the most uninterested beholder, 
that he was “ the ie Uie times.” 

The address of Mr. Lincoln being such a 
long one, I presume you will not publish it, 
therefore I will endeavor to give you the lead- 
ing points as they are understood here, for 1

Queen vs. Mus. McAvoy.—Our readers 
will remember that thy prisoner was indicted 
at the last Quarter Sessions, on two Counts; 
first for a mere assault upon the Rev.’ Mr. 
Buchan, of Stirling, second, for an assault with 
intent to kill; upon both of which Counts she 
was fouad guilty, ‘The punishment or sentence 
of a criminal found guilty of the oyime last 
mentioned, is death—a seutence which the 
Quarter Sessions could not pass ; therefore the 
matter was referred, we understand, to the 
Supreme Courts, and an order was received, 
to pass sentence on the prisoner, as fora mere 
assault, ‘The Court sentenced her ty 3 montha 
imprisonment in the common gaol, at hard 
labour. .

Queen va. Jane Geayt,—This girl—truly 
‘ unfortunate” one, was charged with stealing 
a box of Surgical instruments, and some 
money, from Dr, Stevenson. » Catherine Ciux- 
ton being sworn, stated that the prisoner came 
to her house, dnd betng noisy, shiv attweinpted 
to put her out. In the struggle a case of in- 
struments fell from the person of the prisoner ; 
which case slie aflerwards gave to Constable 
Ttoach, Dr, Stevenson identified the insiru- 
ments, and detailed the circumstances of their 
loss, For the defence, the learned Counsel, 
Jonathun Sisson, Esq., pointed out in his 
speech several discrepancies in the testimony, 
which he thought were sullicient to ruise a 
doubt in the minds of the Jury, but they did 
not agree with him, and brought in a verdict 
of guilty. Sentence,3 years in the Provincial 
Penitentiary. 

Queen va, Sanau Fatey.—This prisoner 
pleaded guilty to the theit of a considerable 
quantity of clothing, and a coral necklace from 
Mrs. Herchmer, She was sentenced to bat 
2 weeks imprisonment, for this serious offence. 

Queen vs, Jenumtat and Davin KetLy,— 
These prisoners were placed at the bar charg- 
ed with stealing a watch, but upon reading the 
indictmont, it wax found that they wero mutes. 
Then os is usual in these cases, the first ques- 
tion the jury were aworn to try, wos, whether 
the prisoners were mute from malice,-or by 
the visitation of God, ‘The evidence addaved 
clearly, showed chat the infirmity was from the 
latter cause. The jury lind to dotertnine 
next whether or not they had sufficiene iitelli- 
Bence to comprehend what was holng on, and 
if they knew enough to plead, The jury de- 
cided that they had sufflclont knowledge to 
understand what was required of them, Hin 
Honor hore called the attention of the jury to 
the fact, that the prisoners had in some way 
instructed Mr, Sisson to appour for them. 
Subsequently the trial procowdod as to the theft 
jof the watch, and both prisoners wore found 
filty.
